195 Are Killed 
Or Wounded In 
Raid On City 


Six Waves Of German Warplanes Bomb 
Open Western Section Of French 
Capital |

PARIS, June 3.—Six waves of German bombers swept 

over Paris today. At least 45 persons were killed and 150 

wounded. The raid followed Nazi attacks on southern 

France on Saturday, and French reprisals in the Ruhr area 
on Sunday. 


At least 15 German planes were brought down by 
French pursuit planes and anti-aircraft guns during the 
raid. An air ministry communique said the raiders were 
engaged in a “furious combat” by French planes”. 


Over 1,000 high explosive and incendiary bombs were 
dropped, mostly in the industrial suburbs. in the western 
section of the capital. Several bombs struck a school, serv- 
ing'as a temporary hospital, killing some nurses. 

Dense columns of smoke, shot through with flames, 
hung over the industrial area, but although damage was) 
considerable, the raid was not considered very effective.

A bomb fell through the ceiling of a building where , 
Minister of Air Laurent Eynac was giving a formal 
luncheon. The bomb also narrowly missed the United 
States ambassador, William C. Bullitt, one of the guests, 
by less than 10 feet, it was reported. He was not injured. 


Raid Carried Out By 155 Planes | 


The raid was carried out by. 155 German bombing 
planes, including bombers that used a new “‘siren bomb” 
which made a weird whistling noise. 

French airplanes and anti-aircraft guns vigorously coun- 
ter-attacked the German planes, some of them fighting air 
battles over the city. 


The German bombers, apparently aiming at air 
fields and other military objectives around Paris, dropped | 
most of their bombs in the western part of the city, far 
from any military objective. 

Officials said that casualties were uncertain but that a 
number had been reported. Two were killed when one bomb | 
hit a seven-storey apartment house in an aristocratic section.

AT A SOUTHEAST ENGLISH 
PORT, June 3. — Allied soldiers 
arrived in large groups from 
Flanders today and reported the 
Germans have driven to within 
three miles of Dunkerque in a 
violent battle with the French 
rear guard.

“The Germans were only three 
miles from the beach when we left,” 
one British soldier said. “The 
French were attacking them like 
mad and fighting magnificently.” 


ARRIVALS SWELL 


Evacuation arrivals had slowed to 
a trickle during the night. But with 
early morning the arrivals swelled 
again to large proportions as troops 
which had been placed aboard ships | 
during the night began to arrive. | 

During the night hours, it was | 
revealed, new rescue ships and 

Allied war vessels steamed up to 
the Dunkerque beaches and even 
into the wrecked harbor, took 
aboard full loads of troops and 
raced back to England. 

German air attacks, the arriving 
troops said, lessened in intensity 
during the night, which was de- 
scribed as “comparatively peaceful” | 
in contrast with the previous ter- 
rific barrages. However, guns of 
the German land forces kept up an 
unceasing barrage. Even so casu- 
alties were reported to have been 
surprisingly small.

As Troops Removed 


A SOUTH COAST PORT, England, June 3—A man who 
watched the Allied withdrawal from Dunkerque from the 
deck of a destroyer said yesterday that the scene across the 
English Channel was one of such vast movement that “It 
looked as though every craft on the south coast was heading 


for the beaches to finish off the job.” 


“There were barges and ferries * 


and yachts and launches and 
Hite boats in tow of bigger boats,” 
he sid. “And presentiy up 
through the middie of them came 
an Overseas convoy from the 
other side of the world. 


guns cocked up on the sterns—an 
indescribable jauntiness.” 


MAY BE TURNING POINT 

A naval witness of the evacua- 
tion recalled that Friday was the 
anniversary of the Battle of Jut- 
land, fought In 1916, and observed: 

“At the time that battle was 
fought it looked like anything but 
victory. Yet we know it sealed the 
doom of the German fleet in the 
last war. 
triumphant extrication of the B.E.F, 
may prove just such another turn- 
ing point in this war.” 

The naval officer depicted the 
general reaction of the British 
soldiers as: 

“Give us a chance to wash and 
brush up and get a bit of sleep 
and let's go back. We've got 
Jerry beat.” 

One group from a Scottish regi- 
ment clambered into a destroyer 
“in the last stages of exhaustion” but 
could not be restrained from join- 
ing in firing at low-flying German 
planes with volleys from their 
rifles. 


PROUD OF FRENCHMEN 

One soldier climbed aboard 
tired and tattered—and carrying 
home for his children a_ child's 
spade and bucket he found in 
Flanders, 

A Scottish private pounded: a 
smiling French poilu on the back 
and swore at length. 


“These little so and sos,” he 
roared. “They get in a position 
and you can't get them oot. This 
lad here would be there yet if we 
hadn't given him orders. 

“Just smiling and shooting they 
were, and giving Jerry proper 
hell.” 

A 70-year-old naval pensioner— 
James O'Neill—came back from 
embarking the Allied troops at 
Dunkerque by motorboat with the 
comment: 

“It was real hell over there.” 
PLANES NUMEROUS 

The old man was suffering shock 


and exhaustion because of his ser- 
vice with a group of volunteers who 


crossed to Dunkerque with six 
motorboats to load troops into 
transports. 


“When we approached the Dun- 
kerque roads German planes were 
bombing and machine -gunning 
everything and everybody,” he said. 
“They were like flies in the air. 
Machine-gun bullets and bombs 
were falling like hail around the 
destroyers and other rescue ships, 
and around the troops massed on 
the sands and waiting to be taken 
off. 

“I drove my boat ashore to the 
nearest group. I'm licensed to 
carry only 12 passengers. I had 
three or four times 12 in my boat, 
besides their equipment. And 
before 1 could say Jack Robinson 
others came in with their rifles 
and tin hats and tried to scramble 
in. 


“But we had to tell them to wait 
for the return. We had to be 
cruel to be kind, 


BOMBERS OVERHEAD 

“All the time Jerry was roaring 
overhead, dropping his bombs and 
machine-gun bullets, After put- 
ting the men on warships we dash- 
ed back for more. Each time we 
returned men were waitinz, some 
up to their waists in water. We 
hauled them in, always loading 
nearly to the sinking point. 

“It was really hell over there. 
But our boys are all cheerful and 
still full of fight and waiting to

LONDON, June 3.—Following is 
the text of War Secretary Anthony 
Eden's broadcast Sunday: 

In the battle of the ports which 
has been raging during the past 
three weeks, Germany has made 
gteat strategic gains. The loss to 
us in equipment and in material 
has been heavy; but there is now 
another side to this picture. The 
bulk of the British Expeditionary 
Force has been saved, and quite 
apart from what the French have 
done for their own forces, we 
have been able to bring tens of 
thousands of our French Allies 
off with us from Dunkerque. 

Nor is this effort ended. Four 
days ago, not one of us would have 
dared to hope that the isolated 
Allied armies could have fought 
their way through the bottleneck 
to the coast. 


FOUGHT WAY THROUGH 

These men have marched hun- 
dreds of miles. They have fought 
countless actions with an enemy 
that hemmed them in and pressed 
upon them from three sides. 


The German high command 
proudly announced that they were 
surrounded. They have fought their 
way through. How have 
achieved the seemingly impossible? 
Man for man, the British troops 
themselves superior 


met them. All accounts show that 
the British Expeditionary Force 
took a toll of the enemy greatly in 
excess of that suffered by them- 
selves. On at least two occasions, 
at Arras and on the Ypres canal, 
the losses suffered by the German 
army were enormous.

That as a matter of 
course, The more money is sent in by gen- 
erous donors, the less will have to be 
raised by taxation and the simpler will 
be the problem of financing the war 
effort. The same ultimate result will 
follow from gifts of any needed kind of 
war supplies. May the donors be many and 
the contributions large. 

But let it not be forgotten that it is one 
thing to give one’s own money, or a plane 
or tank bought with one’s own money; and 
quite a different thing to go about asking 
other people for money for these purposes. 
In the former war this business of passing 
the hat got to be considerable of a 
nuisance and the cause of a good deal of 
not unreasonable resentment. 

The point is just here, and it is worth 
taking note of. When the Government 
Duys a gun with tax-money, the miser and | 
the Nazi-sympathizer have to help pay for 
it. When a gun is bought by public sub- | 
acription these parties contribute nothing 
and only the pockets of patriotic persons 
are hit. Willing as the latter are to give, 
there is no conceivable reason why the 
others should be excused. | 

To hand out a contribution to the war 
fund from one’s own pocket helps the | 
country one hundred per cent.

Making War on the Dead 


Accopiing to reports which seem to be 
reliable, Nazi airmen deliberately bombed 
and destroyed the beautiful memorial 
our war dead which the Canadian people 
reared on Vimy Ridge, and the adjacent 
cemeteries where British, French and 
Canadian soldiers in the former war sleep 
beneath the crosses “row on row.” 

Contemptible beyond words as this 
desecration is, it can excite no feeling of 
surprise. It is just what Nazi airmen 
would be expected to do-—were in fact ex- 
pected to do. There is no depth of infamy 
to which men will not descend whose 
hands are stained with the blood of women 
and children. Those who attach no sacred- 
neas to human life, and feel no mora! re- 


to 
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cannot be supposed to know such thing as 
respect for the dead and memorials to the 
dead. 

There was no military purpose in this 
sacrilege. Standing by itself it might be 
put down as a childish exhibition of spite 
on the part of demented individuals. But 
it is so wholly in keeping with Nazi 
methods that it takes rank as one more 
evidence of the fiendish spirit inherent in 
the doctrine. By this exhibit also the na- 
tions must judge what kind of a world 
they will have to live in if totalitarianism 
triumphs and democracy is destroyed. 

Naziism long ago demonstrated to the 
understanding of all who think that it in- 
tends to abolish all the recognized 
decencies of life. Religion, fidelity between 
man and wife, love of children for their 
parents, the keeping of pledges between 
persons and nations, tolerance toward per- 
sons of other races and faiths—all these 
things it has openly repudiated and de- 
filed, Little remained to complete the rec- 
ord of shame but that it should make war 
upon the dead; and this it has now done. 

The bombs which blew this monument 
to pieces and disturbed the graves of 
cemeteries must have blasted the last 
doubt from neutral minds as to what 
Hitlerism means and intends to impose 
upon the world. In Allied countries, par- 
ticularly in Canada, there will be a quick- 
ened rush of men to the recruiting offices. 
In a thousand factories, in both Allied 
and neutral countries, men will work 
feverishly to turn out the weapons by 
which this monster can be destroyed. For 
unless it is destroyed civilization will 
perish from the earth. 


Young Italians are clamoring to be 
sent to the shambles. II Duce, “impassive 
before them,” continues to enlarge his de- 
mands for concessions from the Allies.

The irony of the Leopold betrayal on the day 
following the Empire's day of intercession for 
victory is just another of Life's multitudinous 

ironies. But to return to 
ADVICE FROM Mussolini. If there’s one book 
MACHIAVELLI in the realm of Italian litera- 

ture dealing with statecraft 
that Tl Duce has certainly studied and acted 
upon, it is Machiavelli's “Il Principe”’—The 
Prince. The fifteenth century courtier and 
philosopher who dedicated his cpus to Lorenzo 
the Magnificent, assured his prince that the 
State is neither moral nor immoral, and that 
the prince is justified in resorting to deception 
and treachery to maintain his prestige. It is 
an early form of the doctrine that the end 
justifies the means. 

However, Machiavelli goes on to utter this 
warning: 

“A prince ought to take care never to make 
an alliance with one more powerful than him- 
self for the purpose of attacking others... 

because if he conquers, you are at his dis- 
cretion.” 

Isn't the Rome-Berlin axis sitting for its 
photograph in that sentence. From the blood- 
purge of Munich to get rid of unwanted’ col- 
leagues, to his treatment of Thyssen and others 
who financed his way to power, Hitler has 
shown that he has no spark of gratitude. If 
Mussolini puts his nation into war and the con- 
flict ends with an Allied victory or a stalemate, 
then Mussolini joses. Were Germany to win, he 
would be dependent on Hitler's non-existent 
sense of gratitude

POPE PLEADS 
FOR HUMANITY 
IN WARFARE 


Urges Fighting 
| Keep War As Humane 
As Possible 


VATICAN CITY, June 3—Pope 
Pius Sunday beseeched the fight- 
ing nations of the world to keep 
their war as humane as possible. 

“We beseech the belligerents to 

|remember always the duties of 
humanity which do not lose their 
value even under the law of moral- 


ity of war.” he declared. 

The Pontiff, replying to the greet- 
| ings of the cardinals on the occasion 
| of his name day, expressed dismay 
over the widening area of the con- 
flict. He told them: 

“I do not think we can be per- 
mitted on this occasion to re- 
nounce the expression of our sor- 
row at, the treatment which we 
see inflicted on non-combatants 
in more than one region, treat- 
ment which is far from conform- 
ing with humanitarian rules. 

“God is our witness that in af- 
firming this necessary truth we are 
not moved by partisan spirit and 
| that we allude to no person in par- 
ticular.” 

The pope said populations in oc- 
cupied areas should be treated as, 

; in a similar case, an invader would 
like to see his own citizens treated. 
| The pope listed as follows the 
rules for treatment of civilians by 
the conqueror: 

“Respect for the existence 
| honor and property of citizens; 

“Respect for the family and 
rights; 

“Liberty of observance in pri- 
vate and public of the divine cult 
and of spiritual assistance in a 
manner conforming te the re- 
spective populations and their 

es; 

“Liberty of instruction and relig- 
ious education; 

“Security of ecclesiastical prop- 
erty; 

“Liberty for priests to have con- 
tact with their clergy and with 
their faithful in all that concerns 
the care of souls.”

England’s large number of airports (150 of all kinds 
south of Leeds) make her susceptible to assault by para- 
chute troops. In greatest danger are her industrial mid- 
lands, the heart of her munitions industry, 

The parachute technique is simple and deadly—as the 
Nazis’ five-day conquest of Holland proved. Reconnais- 
sance planes spot an undefended or lightly defended field 
(and it’s a tough job defending 150 airports). Then come 
the parachutists. They try to establish a primary defence 
ring around the airport. 

After they set up machine gun nests, the transports 
come, landing troops, munitions, heavier weapons, They 
extend the defence ring. Successive waves of air trans- 
ports arrive, and the field becomes a base of operations 
in the heart of enemy country.

(Dock facilities are of primary importance to a na- 
tion 85 per cent dependent on shipborne food supplies.) 
- Airplanes flying at 20,000 feet need not even cross the 
coast line to bomb these docks.

Nazi Leaders Advised 
Leave Italy Outside, 


G. Tabouis Declares 


PARIS, June 3—Nazi leaders, 
led by Marshal Hermann Goering, 
have strongly advised Hitler that 
Italy must be kept out of the war, 
both to prevent her from sharing 


in any possible loot and to keep 
her pliable to German domina- 
tion, Genevieve Tabouis wrote to- 
day in L’Ocuvre, 

Goering was described by the 
commentator as further arguing that 
“Germanic justice’ requires the 
Fuehrer to exact eventual venge- 
ance for Italy's anti-German role 
in the last war. 

According to Mme. Tabouis, a poll 
on the question was taken among 
ranking Nazi figures by Alfred Ros- 
enberg, the Reich's Nazi “ideolo- 
gist.” 


GIVE NO RIGHTS 


“These circles declare,” she said, 
“That a Germanic supremacy in 
Europe is inconceivable if it is soiled 
by alien influences. It would con- 
sequently be best to keep Italy out 
of the war, so she would have no 
pretensions to rights after victory. 

“Furthermore the Gauleiters 

and most of the Reich's ranking 

functionaries are rabid Italo- 
phobes. They are all persuaded of 
the inferiority of the Fescist 

Organization and Italian people as 

compared to the German people 

and National Socialist party. 

“It is felt that they have the right 
to impose all German systems and 


methods on the Italians. They be- | 


lieve that only a non-victorious 
Mussolini could bow to the orders 
of the fuehrer and, in short, accept 
German superiority. 


MOST ANTI-ITALIAN 

“Marshal Goering is the most anti- 
Italian in the fuehrer’s immediate 
entourage. He has repeated that, to 
his mind, the Italians merit no con- 
sideration.” 

Possible military routes to be 
followed by Italy should she actu- 
ally enter the war were brought 
under review today by the French 
press. 

Henri de Kerillis suggested in 
VEpoque that Rome might de- 
clare war only against Britain or, 


on the contrary, concentrate 
against France. ‘ 

Georges Giard, writing {n De 
Populaire, said: “Should Mussolini 
declare to attack, it is believed he 
would attack not in the direction of 
the Balkans, but tuward Africa or 
the Alps—perhaps toward both 
Africa and the Alps.

with 50,000 planes it could be cut 
to a five-to-one ratio, or a total 
ground force of 250,000 men

One box quick-frozen swordfish

% teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon 
scraped onion, 1% to 2 tablespoons 
vinegar. 

To broil swordfish, spread 


swordfish steaks (frozen or thawed) 
with softened butter and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Place on 
well-greased broiler and broil 10 to 
12 minutes, turning to brown both 
sides. Serve with cucumber sauce. 

For cucumber sauce, drain cu- 
cumber; add remaining ingredients 
and mix lightly. Chill.

(Serves four) 

One box (1 Ib.) quick-frozen 
Sliced strawberries, thawed; 1 cup 
strawberry juice and water, 2 table- 
spoons quick-cooking tapioca, dash 
of salt.

Other good sources are milk, 
leafy vegetables, fruits and eggs 
In other words, a well balanced 
diet tends to develop a normal 
appetite. 

In many cases, the use of Bl in 
the form of thiamin chloride is 
successful in promoting a normal 
appetite. Ask your doctor about it. 

When you are too tired to eat, 
you not only eat less but you as- 
similate less and it may be that the 
solution for you is to rest more. It 
is an excellent plan to rest before 
eating whenever possible. 

Exercise also has its place, and 
an important one, in the weight- 
gaining plan, A normal amount of 
exercise makes for a better cir- 
culation, better digestion and bet- 
ter assimilation. They add up to a 
healthier body. That doesn’t mean 
that you should attempt exercise 
beyond your strength. Stick to the 
mild variety and, if possible, take 
it outdoors in the fresh air, allow- 
ing plenty of rest afterwards. 

Here are three rules which the 
underweight should liye by until 
she has gained the desired weight: 
First, never hurry, for that produces 
an increasing amount of tension 
Second, take enough time to eat 
three good meals a day. Third, 
spend some part of every day out | 
of doors.

She has the right attitude. But, 
since appetite is the promise to 
take care of food, there's not much 
use in choking it down.

When there are so many small 
objects that can’t be touched that 
baby would grow confused, re- 
move some of them out of sight 
and reach. Then, if you have the 
time, concentrate on one 
until baby begins to shake her 
when 
you say, “No, no, dear, not 
Here is your ball.”

tn a stirring indictment of 
those “fifth columnists” who sow- 
ed the seed of treachery in Po- 
lend, Norway, Holland and Sel- 
cium and even today are work- 
ing in France, England and even 
in Canada, Rev. Dr. George A.

germ.” 

He jikened the treachery by which 
these brave nations were betrayed 
to the treachery of Judas Iscariot 


who sold his soul and His Master for | 
30 pieces of silver. And he prophe- | 
holds | 


sied that this fifth column 
within itself the insidious seeds of 
its own destruction, just as Judas 
Iscariot. when he finally faced the 
horror of his own miserable deed 
went out into the darkness.” 


GIVES ORIGIN 

He told how the term “fifth 
column” originated during the 
Spanish war, Four columns were 
attacking the city. The defending 
general told his people: “Those four 
I know, but there is a fifth column 
that passes unknown to me because 
it is here amidst us, it dresses as we 
do, it talks as we do and it eats at 
our table and when the time comes 
it will arise and betray us.” 


“It can be said that Jesus of 
Nazareth was a victim of fifth 
eolumn activity because he was 
wounded in the house of a friend " 
said Dr. MacDonald. “The fifth 
column in our own country re- 
fers to those who have partaken 
of our hospitality. participated 
in the rewards and blessings of a 
great free land and who now, 
when’ the nation is faced with the 
insidious doctrines and poison ar- 
tows of Nazism prostitute those 
gifts and desecrate the confi- 
dence our country has placed in 
them. 


“To eradicate this spurious germ 
®ur country will have to develop 
high moral culture and character 
values without which our democ- 
racy is not fit to survive,” he de- 
elared. 

“In these days we may regard 
treachery toward friends and bene- 
factors as the final infamy; for that 
{gs more destructive than argosies of 
navies, millions of armed men or

skies.”
